CHAPTER XL.

AN ACT TO AMEND SECTION SIXTY OF CHAPTER ELEVEN
OF THE GENERAL STATUTES, RELATING TO THE APPOR-
TIONMENT OF THE SEVERAL PUNDS BY THE COUNTY
AUDITOR. .

Be it enacted by the Legislature of the State of Minnesola:

Secriox 1. That section sixty of chapter eleven of the
general statutes, be so amended as to read as follows : .
Sec. 60. The county auditor shall apportion to their
several funds the amount of moneys received from the
sale of lands and town lots forfeited to the state for the
non-payment of tuxes, after deducting the expenses of
sale, distributing eaid amount to the several funds for
which said taxes were originally levied, and the county
.treagurer shall apply them accordingly, and sball receive
two per centum on all moneys by him received as pro-
vided in this section ; Provided, That the interest receiv-
ed in the payment or redemption of oll delingquent taxes,
shall be apportioned by the county auditor to the revenue
fund of the county to be applied in payment of the fees

of the county treasurer.

CHAFPTER XLI.

AN ACT RELATING TO THE DUTIES OF THE CLERK OF ANY
COURT, PROBATE JUDGE, SHERIFF AND REGISTER OF
DEEDS OF THE SEVERAL COUNTIES OF THIS STATE,

Be it enacted by the Legislature of the Slate of Minnesota.

"Seorion 1. It is hereby made the duty of the clerk of
any court, probate judge, sheriff and register of deeds of gaquty omeers to
the several couaties in this state to report to the county poeer peranie
commissioners of their respective counties on the first day
of January of each year during their official term a certi-
fied and sworn statement in detail of all the costs, fees,
per centages, penaities, allowances, or other perquisites
of every kind charged in his office during the preceding
ear.

7 SEc. 2. If any of said officers shall, with intent to vio-
late this act, fail to furnish the statement herein required Peosty for mak.
at the time and in the manner herein specified, or if any or & (ise oae,
of said officers shall willfully make any such statement
false in any material matter, knowing the same to be so,
he shall, upon conviction in the court of common pleas or
district court of such county, be adjudged of misconduct
in office, and rhall be condemned to pay & fine not less
than three hundred dollars nor more than one thousand
dollars. .

Skc. 8. It shall be the duty of the county commis-
sioners of the several counties in this state to publish in aggregate
the official paper of the county during the first week of fauuess be
January in each year the aggregate amount roceived by povibed.
each of said officers according to their sworn statements,
a8 required by section one of this act.
